at present, possessed one of the 
most flexible governments in 
the world, Lalonde added that 
"We will readily consider the 
topic of decentralization of 
power." 

Lalonde noted that the fiscal 
péréquation had been reversed 
within the past ten years. "Ten 
years ago Ottawa received 60% 
of the annual fiscal revenues In 
Canada'.' He added that the 
federal government presently 
gets 40% of tax revenues, the 
remainder going to provincial 
authorities. 

Lalonde said that "Lévesque 
will not consider any constitu- 
tional changes until the refer- 
endum takes place" despite the 
flexibility of the federal authori- 
ties. Lalonde definitely fore- 
sees changes in the constitu- 
tion but feels that "the count- 
less problems of unity do not 
solely lie in constitutional 
issues'.' 

Lalonde clarified that Ottawa 
would only call in the army "in 
case of civil war" and that even 
if there were an eruption of 
violence "even M. Lévesque 
would call in the army'.' He said 
that, in 1970, a state of 
apprehended Insurrection ex- 
isted in Québec and that the 
federal government had been 
"asked" to send in the troops. 

Lalonde's visit shortly fol- 
lows Trudeau's Inauguration of 
"Invitation 77" and Lalonde 
deems that this is "pure 
coincidence". "I came to McGIII 
when I was invited," Lalonde 
mused. 

Pondering over McGill's fu- 
ture, Lalonde said that McGIII 
would remain an anglophone 
institution but "forever rooted 
in the Québec community'.'

Broadbent pokes at PM

Centraide fills government void

People's needs are not being 
met by the government, ex- 
plained Dr. J. Arthur Boorman, 
Chairperson of the McGIII 
chapter of Centraide's annual 
fund raising campaign. Spea- 
king at the launching of Mc- 
Gill's. Centraide Campaign on 
Friday, Boorman and Centraide 
representatives Introduced fa- 
culty delegates to its function 
and the need for an organi- 
zation like Centraide. Funding 
agencies that provide services 
that the government is not yet 
able to provide is Centraide's 
main objective. 

Centraide is a central fund 
raising and fund distributing 
. organization yyhich grants sub- 



sidies to more than 100 com- 
munity service agencies in 
Metropolitan Montreal. Fund 
raising takes the shape of an 
annual Montreal-wide cam- 
paign whose goal this year is 
set at $10 million. McGIII' 
faculty delegates will be res- 
ponsible to oversee the cam- 
paign in the various faculties 
and arrange for different me- 
thods of donations ranging 
from salary deductions to more 
traditional solicitation. Com- 
munity McGill, a student volun- 
teer coordinating service, will 
assist in fund raising among 
students. 

Centraide's major donations 
are from corporations, supply- 
(ng over.35 percenj.pf.aJJ fur^s. 



raised during the campaign, 
according to a Centraide re- 
presentative. Smaller com- 
panies, professional groups 
and public institutions and 
their employees donate over 40 
per cent and residence can- 
vassing supplies approximately 
'15 per cent. Last year, close to 
45 per cent of the $10 million 
was collected from corpora- 
tions alone. 

Any service organization can 
request subsidization from 
Centraide but financial limita- 
tions demand that choices be 
made as to how the $10.5 
million be divided. Six com- 
mittees of volunteers from 
various walks of life study sub- 
sidy requests involved in the

following general categories of 
social need: 

1) community development 2) 
health and rehabilitation 3) 
camps 4) individual and family 
services 5) financial assistance 
6) youth and group work. 

Requests are evaluated ac- 
cording to certain guidelines 
based on the need of the service 
in question. The final decision 
as to which agencies receive 
subsidization and how much 
remains with Centraide's Board 
of Directors. 

Discussion at Friday's laun- 
ching touched on Centraide's 
part In covering up many in- 
adequacies of our govern- 
ments. By subsidizing agen-

Hon but made little mention of 
the present dilemma. 

Broadbent had little praise 
for ether Québec's Minister of 
Finance, Jacques Parizeau, or 
Jean Chrétien, newly-appointed 
Finance Minister, In their hand- 
ling of the economy.

Grad students 
may pay twice

Non-Canadian graduate stu- 
dents who are working at 
McGIII as teaching assistants, 
research assistants and de- 
monstrators may be paying 
twice for their health Insurance, 
according to John Abrams and 
Diana Galer, both foreign grad- 
uate students. 

Abrams, a U.S. citizen and a 
demonstrator for the Depart- 
ment of Biochemistry, noticed 
last year that In addition to 
paying the required McGIII 
Health Insurance fee for Non- 
Canadian students, McGIII was 
also deducting money from his 
paycheck for provincial health 
insurance. 

Since Abrams does not have 
Canadian citizenship or landed 
.immigrant status, he is paying 
into the provincial health insur- 
ance pool for benefits he is not 
entitled to receive. 

Last year, acting upon the 
assumption that he was in fact 
covered by provincial health 
insurance benefits, the benefits 
payment to McGill's student 
health insurance plan. Conse- 
quently 



Protesters were joined by 
Jeanne Mance residents who 
have been equally active in 
protesting the heavy trafflc'flow 
on their once residential street.

It was 
a relatively peaceful scene, _ 
barring the odd honking of £ 
horns, and broke up at ten to » 
six. Bystanders and motorists " 
were left bewildered by 
whole affair.

MUC police enforces non-existent law 

Last week, while picketing and distributing leaflets outside the 
St. Charles Borromée Hospital, striking hospital employees were 
approached by police demanding to know whether the picketers 
had a municipal permit to hand out leaflets. According to MCM 
Paul Cliche, no such permit exists. 

Cliche believes that the MUC, through its police force, is antici- 
pating the passage of the charter amendment by-law giving the 
city district strict control over the distribution of leaflets. 

Not only is the city attempting to enforce a law which does not 
exist, says Cliche, but the move taken by police against the 
hospital workers is an example of what may happen in Montreal If 
the by-law is ever incorporated Into the charter. 

LDH joins denunciation of Drapeau administration 

La Ligue des droits de l'homme (LDH) has joined the MCM in 
denouncing the Drapeau administration's attempt to amend the 
city charter so as to tighten its control over posters and leaflets. 
Norman Caron, an LDH official, stated last week that "the 
amendment is dangerous enough to Incite public opposition. 

Caron believes that pressure should be put on the provincial 
government whose approval is required before a charter amend- 
ment can be passed. 

Should the amendment be adopted as the municipal adminis- 
tration intends, says Caron, an organization like Centralde could 
be forced to appear before a tribunal If certain of their campaign 
posters were not printed and distributed according to the taste of 
municipal authorities. . 




Time for a new urban plan 

Guy Duquette, director of the Quebec Regional Planning Office, 
believes that the time Is right for a new urban plan for Montreal 
which would halt urban sprawl, redirect growth and locations of 
industries, shift port facilities, promote regional parks, provide 
better public transportation and stress downtown housing 
construction. "Dissatisfaction with the deterioration of the 
environment,- through sprawl, over-emphasis on highways and 
destruction of viable neighbourhoods - has been growing among 
the public and there is now willingness to support measures that 
would correct this." 

The PQ government has been turning out a number of studies - 
such as Municipal Affairs Minister Guy Tardifs study on land 
waste and the Montreal Regional Transit Committee report on 
public transit - which will enable a provincial task force to hammer 
out a new development, plan for the region before the year's end. 
The end of Man & His World Is near 

Last week at City Hall, council passed the Drapeau administra- 
tion's plan to turn the administration of Man & His World over to a 
private, MUC-controlled organization. Despite statements by the 
mayor that his plan will ensure the fair's permanence, MCM 
arguments that the move could spell financial doom for M&HW 
may bear out. 

Since 1968, the provincial government has paid half of M&HW's 
S44 million deficit. But Tourism Minister Yves Duhaime, 
reportedly in favour of public hearings on the future of the fair, is 
not pleased with the decision because it excludes provincial 
participation in the management of M&HW. Duhaime has warned 
that Quebec will abandon its responsibility to finance the fair 
unless the provincial government takes part In policy formation. 
No family allowance for this baby 

According to a report in "Protégez-vous", a periodical published 
by l'Office de la protection des consommateurs, the average 
weekly cost for owning an automobile, Including fuel, parking and 
upkeep costs, is between $45 and $65 depending on car size. 
This amount, continues the report, represents about 15 percent of 
the average household's weekly budget. 
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Bandaid Solutions 

Montreal will soon be barraged with Centralde canvassers 
armed with receipt books and publicity pamphlets urging people 
to donate to an organization which subsidizes over 100 service 
agencies In Montreal. 

But one of the major critlslsms levied against Centralde is that it 
funds organizations which provide services that, In many cases, 
should be provided by governments and serves to mask their 
Inadequacies. 

Agencies subsidized by Centralde serve genuine needs of the 
population, but as long as these agencies and volunteer workers 
are financed, governments will not be forced to supply these 
greatly needed services. . 

For people who are unable to deal with the bureaucracy of 
government commissions, Centralde subsidizes agencies such as 
Mouvement d'Actlon-Chomage, an organization which Informs 
the unemployed of their rights and upholds these rights before the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission. Daycare centres receive 
grants. 

Though the Rental Board is a government service pretending to 
protect the tenant, Centralde funds numerous Montreal tenants' 
associations whose main concern Is to .protect the tenant from 
the Rental Board. Many government programmes, such as 
Medicare are available free of charge to all citizens, but these free 
services are only available to people who can reach them. 
Centralde subsidizes agencies that provide transportation service 
to senior citizens who must go to the hospital on a weekly basis 
for medication, but are unable to get there. 

No one can deny that Centralde serves to camouflage the 
nadequacles of government services by collecting donations to 
fund community service organizations. And no one can deny that 
these services are of vital Importance to the community. 

But Centralde is not in a position to take a political stand In 
social issues or act as a pressure group. Approximately 45% of 
donations come directly from major corporations and companies, 
some of which are In direct conflict with citizens' movements that 
Centralde subsidizes — this i3 especially frequent In the housing 
arena. 

Individually, the agencies are quite Ineffective In major social 
change in the City .of Montreal. They do an adequate job of 
providing direct services to the population, but they are Ineffective 
when it comes to dealing with the problems that rendered their 
services necessary. 

The low cost housing shortage could possibly be dealt with 
more effectively if all the tenants' associations funded by 
Centralde were to unite in a common front. Centralde, one of the 
only links among these agencies, is not willing to encourage the 
unification of the various groups for fear of loss of support from 
its major donors. 

But there seems to be no answer to the dilemma — Centralde 
provides vital services to the community, but by doing so masks 
the inadequacies of government agencies and services.

Understanding student 
newspapers as a forum of 
student opinion is essential to 
the objectivity of a student 
newspaper.

On the 
contrary, since many back- 
grounds, interests and ideolo- 
gies are prevalent of students at 
universities, so should the 
student paper reflect the many 
different and often opposing Is- 
sues. 

Steady criticism has been 
directed to the Daily claiming 
pro-labour, pro-Marxist and 
pro-separatist leanings as well 
as non-representation of the 
student population. In a vague, 
naive way this claim seems to 
be accurate. Critiques of Tru- 
deau and federal politics seem to 
clearly outnumber (and out- 
weigh) critiques of Lévesque 
and the Parti Québécois. 



Critiques of business are much 
sharper and more frequent than 
those of labour. There seems 
to always be comments of 
Marxist genre. But these arti- 
cles are the voice of students. 
Perhaps these attitudes are 
prevalent because of an ad- 
vanced political consciousness 
and education of some McGill 
students. More probably these 
attitudes are prevalent because 
there is no voice being heard 
from students who have differ- 
ent Ideas. The responsibility 
lies with students to make 
contributions that reflect their 
ideas. It is childish to believe 
that the reason so many of the 
articles in the Daily are written 
by Jennifer Robinson, Daniel 
Boyer, and other, "politically 
blinded" McGill Daily writers is 
because of a conspiracy in the 
executive of the paper to keep 
out federalists, conservatives, 
and Bourgeois propagandists.

What I did express is that 
using the term "separatist" 
gives the "indépendantiste" 
movement a negative conno- 
tation, implying that it is des- 
tructive and subversive. What 
is to be congratulated is the 
fact that some anglophone 
students have taken the Initia- 
tive to form an "indépendan- 
tiste" group at McGIII, which 
provides hope that the debate 
may be depolarized, enabling 
the P.Q. option to be seen as a 
liberating move and a construc- 
tive alternative to the deadlock 
in which Canadian federalism 
is now bogged down.

Redmen surprise Ottawa 27-3

In case you haven't heard by 
now, the McGIII Redmen con- 
tinued to roll along this past 
weekend by whipping the Ot- 
tawa Gee-Gees 27 - 3. The 
victory gave the Redmen undis- 
puted possession of first place 
in the Ontario-Quebec Inter- 
collegiate Football Conference 
and represents a key step in the 
Redman's march toward a plav- 
off berth. Saturday's game also 
proved to conference sceptics 
that ihe Redmen are for real. 

The Redmen won the game 
handily. They manhandled the 
Gee-Gees from start to finish 
and, when it was over, there 
was no doubt as to which team 
was superior on this day. 
Ottawa's head coach Jim Chia- 
relli looked like a general who 
had just seen his troops 
slaughtered on a battlefield. 
His assessment of this minor 
war was precise: "They 
outsmacked us... they are a very 
good football team:" 

The term minor war Is a per- 
fect description for what oc- 
curred during the game. 
Flashback: last year the Gee- 
Gees humiliated the Redmen 
72-0. University of Ottawa 
fans, never known for their 
polite demeanor, insulted the 
Redmen that night with cries of 
"high school" and other re- 
marks which are not fit to print. 
The Gee-Gees themselves were 
not reluctant to let a few com- 
ments drop here and there. 

At the time, I marvelled in- 
wardly at the way the Redmen 
didn't retaliate and kept their 
cool. I also knew these football 
players to be a proud group of 



young men, and there was no 
question in my mind, or in 
theirs, that their pride had been 
hurt. But they showed a lot of 
class In keeping quiet and plot- 
ting their revenge. 

Their well-laid battle plan 
came to fruition on Saturday. 
Coach Charlie Bail I le said that 
the Redmen "were conscious" 
of the drubbing they had taken 
at the hands of the Gee-Gees 
last year. Conscious of It they 
certainly were. When the game 
was over McGIII halfback Tom 
Barbeau was intent on letting 
everyone within earshot know 
that "they can't call us high 
school any more." Arnle Lulk, 
a stalwart on McGIU's specialty 
teams, put It this way: "It felt 
good to get back at them for 72 
points last year. They are not 
as good as they were last year, 
but make no mistake about it, 
we are much, much better." 

That is something of an 
understatement. The Redmen 
were nothing short of superb. 
Defensively they stopped the 
Gee-Gees cold.- Offensively 
they played potently. They 
totally out muscled Ottawa in 
the trenches. 

Let's talk about the defence 
first. A lot of the credit has to 
go to defensive coaches Ray 
Balllle and Sonny Wolfe. Their 
game plans, arrived at by a lot 
of hard work, are, In the words 
of head coach Charlie Balllle, 
exceptional. 

The execution of the plan 
was Just as smooth as the plan 
Itself. The front four and the 
linebackers closed up the mid- 
die to the conference's leading 
rusher, Dave Behm. Jim 




McMullan, one of the Redmen 
defensive ends, described it 
straightforwardly: "We adjus- 
ted to their offensive charge by 
piling up the middle which 
either forced them to the out- 
side or to the air." When the 
Gee-Gees went to the outside, 
there was not that much more 
breathing room. When they de- 
cided to use the aerial route 
McGIII defenders swarmed to 
the intended receivers, separ- 
ating them from the ball with 
bone-jarring tackles. 

Defensive halfback coach 
Sonny Wolfe was ecstatic with 
the play of safety Bill Wendel. 



As he put it, "Bill played safety 
as well as, if not better than, 
anybody else in college football 
In this country today." The. 
former defensive back and long 
Jumper from Harvard was out- 
standing. Wendel was not 
overwhelmed with his play, 
indicating that he "is still 
looking for a big day. McGIII 
fans look forward to that day. 

Judging from the post game 
chatter in the McGIII locker 
room, the defence as a whole is 
looking for better days to 
come. This Is hard to believe 
after taking a look at the de- 
fence's credits. In five games, 



the Redmen have allowed a 
conference low 46 points. In 
each successive outing they 
have allowed fewer points than 
in the previous game. Going 
into Saturday's game, they 
were tied for the lead In 
Interceptions with eight and 
after Saturday's contest, they 
hadn't had a TD scored against 
them in 13 consecutive quar- 
ters. They are, at this point, 
the conference's best defence. 

Fortunately the Redmen also 
have the ability to score Doints. 
The Redmen boast a very 
potent and well-balanced of-

Paced by four goals off the 
talented toe of Guairaca Nunus, 
the McGIII Redsocs humiliated 
the Bishop's Gaiters 7-0 in soc- 
cer action this past Friday. The 
defeat was thorough, as the 
hapless Gaiters could manage 
only four shots on the McGIII 
net over the entire game. 

Nunus opened the McGIII 
scoring with two goals within a 
four minute period in the first 
half. Bishop's goalkeeper 
Alfred Fequet was able to get 
his fingertips on Nunus' se- 
cond goal, but was not able to 
contain the Brazilian's powerful 
kick. Alberto Costa and Dave 
Cross rounded out the first half

The second half of play of- 
fered little respite for Bishop's. 
The half was only minutes old 
when Nunus pumped in his 
third goal of the evening. With 
six minutes remaining to be 
played, the import forward 
completed his hat trick plus 
one, successfully manoeuver- 
ing around three defenders and 
beating Fequet with a left- 
footed effort. Tony Costa 
wrapped up the evening's fes- 
tivities only moments later with 
the Redsocs' seventh goal. 

The early-season scoring 
heroics of Nunus would appear 
to give coach Gordie Gow's 
team something that it has 
traditionally lacked, a scoring 
punch. The man to whom 



teammates facetiously refer as 
Pele, is described by his coach 
as "the most skilled player in 
the league this year." Redsocs' 
fans hope that Nunus can pro- 
vide McGIU's team with the 
spark that it needs to upset the 
defending national champions 
from Concordia. 

Soccer fans will not have 
long to wait for the McGIII- 
Concordia confrontation. This 
coming Saturday at 2 p.m., the 
Redsocs will host the Stingers 
at Molson Stadium in the 
opening match of a home and 
home series.

fence. They moved the ball 
well on Saturday. Vic Pywow- 
arczuk had another fine day, 
completing 14 of 26 for 210 
yards. Five different receivers 
got their hands on the football. 

The Redmen were somewhat 
concerned at halftime, when 
they went to the locker room at 
halftime leading 9-3 on ' the 
strength of three Robert Beau- 
din field goals. They had been 
able to move the ball in the first 
half, but all their drives stalled 
inside the fifteenth. 

This situation was quickly 
corrected - In the opening se- 
conds of the second half when 
Pywowarczuk faked a screen to 
Barbeau on his riant and turned 
to his left and threw to Steve 
Geoghegan. Geoghegan had a 
wall of Redmen to escort him 
unmolested 42 yards for the 
TD. 

The Redmen continued to 
fake the Gee-Gees out of their 
cleats, with Kelr Cutler throw- 
ing off a reverse to a wide open 
John McGulnness 54 yards 
downfield setting the stage for 
another McGIII touchdown. 

In addition to the passing 
game, the Redmen once again 
had a very respectable running 
attack. Barbeau and Geoghegan 



repeatedly delighted onlookers 
by using their quickness to 
elude would-be - Ottawa tack- 
lers. Geoghegan was particular- 
ly brilliant as his second effort 
left Ottawa players gasping. 
Barbeau gained 55 yards, most 
of them on sweeps, and one 
four yard touchdown for his 
•afternoon's work. 

A safety and two singles off 
wide field goal attempts by 
Beaudln completed the after- 
noon's scoring. 

What has been made clear by 
this minor war is that the 
Redmen are a very close unit. 
Pywowarczuk couldn't say 
enough about the defence and 
the defence was praising the 
offensive line. Guard Russ 
Campbell had to face six-foot 
seven, 280-pund Myles Gor- 
ell, and he ate Gorell up. 
Campbell cracked that "it was a 
Marvel comic classic, 'The 
Hulk versus the Gorilla' and the 
Hulk won.

cles which provide services to 
assist people In dealing with 
overwhelming government bur- 
eaucracies or which provide 
services that the governments 
do not, many of which are dir- 
ectly linked to government ser- 
vices such as Medicare and day 
care centres, Centraide assists 
in masking the governments' 
downfalls. ' 

A Centraide representative 
explained that many of the 
agencies' services were vital to 
the health and welfare of 
citizens. While realizing Cen- 
traide was doing little to pres- 
sure the governments to provide 
these services, the services 
had to be provided neverthe- 
less. He claimed that many of 
the agencies subsidized by 
Centraide while providing ser- 
vices also acted as pressure 
groups. 

Among the groups subsi- 
dized by Centraide are: Uni- 
versity Settlèment of Montreal, 
St-Urbaln Street ($140,000) 
Amitié-Soleil, Little Burgundy 
($3,400) Comité logement 
St-Louls ($18,900) Victorian Or- 
der of Nurses ($368,900) Cana- 
dian National Institute for the 
Blind ($100,000) Montreal As- 
sociation for the Mentally Re- 
tarded ($89,400) and The Mon- 
treal Day Nursery ($15,000).
